SPECTAGLE LENSES. 


Methad of Fightening Glasses When 


They Become Loose. 

Persans using spectacles are some 
times annoyed by a loose lens—one that 
persists in dropping out of the frame 
This trouble is enused by sqme slight 
defect in the edge grinding of the lens 
ar to av imperfection in the size qf 
the eye wire of the frame. 

If the spectacles cannot be taken tp 
an optician or spared to be sent for 
repair, simply place a strip of tin foil 
in the groove of the frime, reset the 
lens and trim off any tin foil that may 
remain in sight with a sharp knife. 
When this is carefully done the foil 


| will not shoy and the lens will be 


held securely in place

FIRE KILLED TIMBER, 


More Durable For Some Purposes Than | 


That From Green Treg. 

Large bodies of Ore killed timber in 
the west are now cut for fenceposts, 
|says the Scientific American. The de- 
| mand for durable posts by ranchmey 
has Uiterto been met by the use of 
red cedar (juniperus), but its supply is 
now almost completely exhausted in a 
good muny localities. The average life 
of a red cedar post is about twenty 
| Fears, while other species last only 
from three to ten years. Fire killed 
lodgepole pine when properly treated 
will last equally as long as red cedar. 
The forest service has demonstrated 
that dead timber treated with preserva- 
tives mdp be utilized ut a moderate 
cast when compared with red cedar 
posts, which are expensive. Enormous 
quantities of deag timber in the west 
are being disposed of each vear, which 
will considerably reduce the drain upon 
the forests. The removal of this ma 
terial lends to the improvement of con- 
ditions in the forests. 
ens the fire bagard and insures quicker 
and better crops of young trees 

in extensive burns in the west fire 
killed timber is often the only kind 
lavailable. Its chief uses are for stulis 
| lagging. fuel. house logs, lumber. mine 
props and railroad ties. in proximity 
to a mine or to a spur of a gailroad 
fdead wood has been used for many 
years for mine timbers und for cross- 
Ges. For ming props gil species are 
used. In Colorado one mine alone 
Uses approximately 4.400.000 board feet 
of dend timber every vear. There are 
a great many mining camps that use 
dead timber exclusively becouse of 
its lightness, durability. stiffness, ail 
due principally to its better secs 

For nany purposes fire killed timber 
is preferred to green timber because 
it is thoroughiy seasoned und is in 
excelleut condition for preservative 
treatment. as the n ture bas com 
pletely evaporated, which gives it 
more durability than green timber. It 
also renders it lighter. so that trans- 
portation charges are less In parts 
of Colorado burned timber of ul! kinds 
is made into ties. some of the material 
baving been burned over fifty rear 
ago. This timber is still standing on 
the stump and is snid to be almost as 
hard as int and very durable The 
species used nre red fir. yellow pine 

lodgepole pine, limber pine. Engel 
| mann spruce and blue spruce. It is 
asserted that dry ties last in many

eral Use in Germany.
